Tho interest which the electorate of Vic- 
toria feels in the parliamentary contest that 
will be terminated to-morrow by the trium- 
phant return of the government party, was 
clearly manifested by the large attendance 
and the enthusiasm displayed at last night's 
meeting in The Victoria. 

By eight o'clock the attendance had 
swelled to such a number that not only was 
the body of the house filled, but the gal- 
leries had to be opened to accommodate the 
inrush of electors. 

From beginning to end the meeting was 
clearly in sympathy with the government 
candidates, whose speeches, bristling with 
facts and undeniable argument, left an im- 
pression upon the mind of every elector 
present that will defy contradiction. 

The chair was taken at 8:15 o'clock by 
Col. Prior, who, in calling the meeting to 
order, said be anticipated an easy time in 
lilling the position. He asked tho audience 
to give every speaker fair play. It was 
useless for him to explain the purpose of the 
meeting; it whs well-known. He would 
first call on 

HON. MR. TURNER 

to address the meeting. That lion, gentle- 
man on coming forward was received with a 
tumultuous outburst of applause. He made 
it a rule, he suid, never to speak unless he 
bad something to say, and he thought it 
would have been well for the opposition 
candidates if they had followed his rule 
during the present campaign. It must 
have been noticed by all who had taken any 
inteiest in thfe present contest, that the Op- 
position were making more than ordinary 
effort to get into power— not that they ex- 
pected to this year at all, but they were 
trying to creep nearer power. Their 
principal charge against tile govern- 
ment )vm that it wus dishonest. 
There was nothing in it. They made no 
specific charge, and so it was much harder 
to meet their attack. He did not think the 
opposition meant the appropriation of funds, 
but rather a want of uprightness or hon- 
esty in the statement of facts, which «x 
really worse. They had not proved their 
charge, but be intended before he took his 
seat to show that the opposition had them- 
selves been guilty of this dishonesty. He 
would not only make this charge, but he in- 
tended to prove his. (Applause.) To be- 
gin at the beginning, Hon. Mr. Benven at 
the first meeting of the opposition said 
that he was glad thcir's was a pub- 
lie meeting, intending to insinuate and 
lead those present to believe that they 
afforded greater liberty of discussion than 
the government had. At the same time 
Mr. Heaven knew that after be, Mr. (Irani, 
Dr. Millie and Mr. Richards had spoken 
there would be no time for anyone else to 
be heard. Mr. Heaven bad found fault 
with aud tried to twist the Governor's 
speech in regard to the Redistribution bill, 
in which it was stated that an addition to 
the number of scuts was necessary. He 
could not twist this word "addition" as he 
wished to, to mean nothing but a change. 
Mr. Heaven had made a comparison of tho 
number of voters required for each seat 
in the various provinces of tho 
Dominion. British Columbia wus 
quoted as having one member to every 40fl 
electors, the fewest in Canada. He based 
his statement, he said, on the latest voters' 
list, but he did not make allowance for the 
applicant lo vote which he knew would 
have a vote at this election. The truth was 
that now in British Columbia 500 voters 
were required to elect each representative. 
The Redistribution Bill now gave 14 
members to the agricultural interests, I) to 
the mining and 10 to thccoimncrcialand city 
interests. It was intended to he a fair 
measure, fair to every section ami 
every industry. Population, area and 
wealth were all considered. Alberni 
could not properly be represented 
by a member for Cowichan, so one member 
was given here. Ono member each was 
given Nanuimo and The Islands, and no 
one could fairly lind fault with this. Nor 
could fault be found with the award of seats 
on the Mainland. II iho argument of tho 
opposition was accepted, would it be fair to 
take their advice and disfranchise old Cari- 
boo, which though sparse in population, was 
now growing richer and more important 
than over, thanks to the construction of rail- 
roads to develop this rich dis- 
trict. He did not think anyone 
could honestly find fault with the 
distribution of seats. Next devoting his 
tent ion to Dr. Milne, he (lion. Mr. Turner) 
referred to that gentleman's opposition to 
the Railway Aid bill, which was found ab- 
solutely necessary to secure tlie construction 
of roads necessary to develope the rich gold 
districts of liritish Columbia. Strange to 
say, the opposition did not oppose this bill 
when it was' before the House, but as soon 
as it was passed they began to endeavor to 
deceive the people as to its ante contents. 
The 5 per cent, impost had been fully ex- 
plained as being not on tho total output, 
but upon profits. Dr. Milne bad endeavored 
to deceive tho people in this respect. For 
an out turn of §10,000 in this royalty, 
$1, 000,000 wus saved the miners in the de- 
creased cost of transportation. (Applause. ) 
In bringing tho ore market, railways again 
would save the miner immense amounts, 
and the railways would cause the opening 
of uny number of now mines. The opera- 
tion of this bill would put tho minor— tho 
gold digger— on the ground, in half tho 



time ho could get there now. It would give 
him his grub cheaper, and prove beneficial 
to him in every way, while developing the 
great country that uveli the opposition when 
ill power had pronounced so rich in 
quartz wealth. Did the opposition, however, 
ever do anything to develop that Wealth ? 
(Cries of No ! No ! and applause). Follow- 
ing out Dr. Milne's argument in regard to 
the cheap cost, of education iti Victoria, it 
would he his desire to close up the schools 
in the parts of the province where education 
was more expensive. Dr. Milne's argument 
was without any foundation. It was the 
duty of tho province to provide education 
for every child, irrespective of the propor- 
tionate expense. (Cheers). The govern- 
ment sho ild do all they could to advance 
education, setting apart whatever they 
could for this object. It was bis opinion 
that the High Schools should provide the 
higher education of city children, and should 
he supported by the city. The city could 
easily provide the money for their high 
schools from where it had in the past been 
spent in afar less worthy manner (applause). 
Ho had nothing more to say about Dr. 
Milne's speech. In fact, there was nothing 
more to say. Referring to Mayor Grant, bis 
whole cry was that the government had 
bribed the electors by their expenditure of 
money on public works. His cry before had 
been that the government did not make as 
large appropriations in this respect as the 
Beaven government hud. Mr. Grant cer- 
tainly knew as well as anyone 
could, how to employ men on street 
work to get their votes (hear, hear). 
Mr. Grant bad endeavored to make capi- 
tal out of the return of the report to the 
Public Accounts committee by the govern- 
ment. That report hud contained several 
vague and one or two erroneous statements, 
uml it had been properly returned for better 
particulars. The government, contrary to 
Mayor Grant's statement, were not afraid. 
They hud opened the campaign with a 
rousing meeting, when the Premier admir- 
ably expressed the past and present policy 
and all the candidates spoke. The govern- 
ment opened the battle and were pushing it 
to victory (applause). He knew very well 
that the government were going to have 
three or four members in Victoria city on 
Friday next (cheers). Mr. Richards bad, 
be said, "framed the land act," — 
which the other opposition members, 
strange to say , were constantly 
attacking. He found that long before a 
land act had been framed by Mr. Smythe. 
Then afterwards Mr. Richards, who was a 
clerk in the department, copied out that 
act of Mr. Smith's — and that was how be 
"framed tho Land Act." (Laughter.) Mr. 
Richards had said that the government 
candidates were going around "lying" 
about the probable removal of the capital to 
the Mainland. In connection with this, it 
was strange to note how Victoria's then 
senior representative, Hou. Mr. Beaven, and 
Victoria's mayor had voted against the 
Redistribution bill. Dr. Milne, at the last 
meeting, hud endorsed the act excluding 
Chinese from the mines, but enquired why 
it had not been passed long ago. Why, 
indeed '.' How wus it that Hon. Mr. 
Beaven, when in power, bad muds not 
ono effort in this direction, nor 
did ho think about it until he 
could use it in trying to snarl against the 
government. (Laughter and cries of 
"why?") Dr. Milne's whole cry was the 
"dishonesty" of the government. How 
were the electors to he convinced that all the 
goodness and honesty was contained in the 
candidates for the opposition. Would it 
not be wise for tho electors to look well and 
consider well before they cast their ballots? 
It was better to endure the evils— or iu this 
case the goods — that we now hud than to Uy 
to evils that wc knew not of. The policy 
of the government was liberal and judicious 
expenditure to open up and settle the coun- 
try as speedily as possible — by surveying 
where we had reason to believe good lands 
existed. These survey 8 were now under 
way, and substantial results might soon bo 
expected. The government proposed to 
systematically extend the public roads, 
over -1,000 miles of which British Columbia 
could now boast. The opposition said that 
the present government built roads up to or 
past the doors of individual voters to catch 
their votes. Of course, when roads stretched 
in every direction across the country, they 
must puss by some homes that were in a 
manner isolated. It was not the govern- 
ment's fault that the dwellers in these 
homes were voters, and that they were sup|| 
portersof the government. (Applause.) Then 
the government proposed to maintain the 
schools all over the province, giving free ed- 
ucation to every child in British Columbia 
(applause). Railway construction was the 
next plank in the government's platform, 
and it was to be remembered that this gov- 
ernment was the first to lake any 
definite action to secure tho opening 
up of railways throughout liritish 
Columbia. (Cheers). At no distant 
day the Shuswap and Okanagon would 
supply Victoria with all the wheat and flour 
the city required (applause). In that ease 
the road would not cost the country one 
cent (applause). Land given to railway 
companies to induce construction was not 
lost to the country. It was still thero, and 
Could not be removed, and the railway 
people would eventually settle the land that 
they received (applause). The government 
proposed to do all iu its power to develop 
the mines of liritish Columbia. Theirs 
was a policy of good measures — to promote 
the progress and prosperity, the health and 
happiness of the people. (Cheers.) The 
Opposition suid that tho government were 
giving away t lie public lunds so fust that 
there would soon be none left for settle- 
ment. Iu strange contradiction of this the 
fact existed that 5,000,000 acres of hind 
were yet to he found on Vancouver Island 
that had not been applied for. On Queen 
Charlotte Islands there were 2.000,000 
acres, and only '225,000 had been applied 
for. In regard to this charge made against 
(he government of giving away the public 
lands to the railway companies, he wished 
to refer to a sample of the legislation ot Mr. 
Heaven mid his government in this respect. 
He (Hon. Mr. Turner) had been ono of those 
who before the late Mr. Dunsmuir interest- 
ed himself iu the matter, had endeavored to 
build the Island railway. They had ap- 
plied to the government, of which 
Hon. Mr, Beuven was leader, for as- 
sistance; their hill, known us the 
Clements bill, being introduced by Mr. 
Helgnsen and supported by Mr. Beaven. 
The Clement's bill was fur more liberal to 
tho railway promoters than that obtained by 
Mr. Duusmnir. In the Dunsmuir bill there 
was a provision enabling settlers secure land 
at?l an acre; in the bill passed by Mr. 
Heaven's government there was none. 
Another feature of tho Clement's bill wus 
that squatters' rights were not protected; 
and further, nothing was mentioned in it to 



prevent the employment of Chinese. It was 
"halo.Cbinaman!" then. (Applause). What a 
holy honor he would feel to contemplate his 
own action to-day. (Laughter). Mr. Grant 
said that no great works had been done by 
this government. True, they had had no 
dry dock to build, another was not needed, 
mid the opposition had bungled in their con- 
struction of the one at Bsquimult. It was 
alleged that some of tho workmen employed 
were still looking for their pay. This gov- 
ernment was extending roads in every 
direction, and doing in a <piict way 
everything that could bo done to ad- 
vance the prosperity of the province. 
They had a larger revenue to disburse, and 
their expenditures were as 34 and 44 to the 
^1 and .'11 of the Heaven government. The 
present government by wise economy bud 
reduced the cost of running the government. 
The civil service expenditures since 'S0-'8(i 
bud been reduced 10 per cent. As to the 
amount expended on public works— the 
Beaven government spent $700,001) odd in 
five years, including the dry dock and the 
Cariboo road. The present government 
spent $1,558,000 in four years in public im- 
provements. (Applause.) The actual debt 
of liritish Columbia over its assets wus now 
but $606,000, or about SO per capita. In 
Australia or New Zealand the national debt 
amounted to from §150 a bead upwards. 
This was a pretty favorable comparison for 
British Columbia. (Applause.) It hud 
been stated that when the government 
brought in the Constitution Bill, it raised 
the feeling of sectionalism throughout the 
province. The opposition before the hill was 
brought down knew what a difficult measure 
it would he for tho government to deal 
with, and thoy hoped that so many mem- 
bers would be given to the mainland that 
they could cry that Vancouver Island hud 
been unfairly treated. When, however, the 
bill came down they were perfectly be- 
wildered. The wind bad been taken out of 
their sails. In such a case they might have 
been expected to sink their party differences 
and vote with tho government for the wel- 
fare of Vancouver Island (applause). What 
did they do, however ? They tried to stir 
up sectionalism on the mainland ! Mr. 
Grant brought in his foolish resolution of 
want of confidence — which he knew to be 
in reulity false — in order to give time to 
fomont n spirit of sectional strife on the 
lower Fraser. Since the bill hud been 
passed the sectionalism had quietly pasted 
away, and now his old district was again 
entreating tho Premier to represent 
thsm. Mr. Richards bad said that 
there was no feeling of opposition 
on the Mainland prior to the Redistribution 
bill, Yet on the 10th of October of last 
year, Mainland papers contained fiery ar- 
ticles condemning Victoria as the enemy of 
the province and demanding the removal of 
the capital to Westminster. After these 
things the Island members became more and 
more determined, himself as one, to stand 
up for their rights ; and they did get the 
measure in which their rights were pro- 
tected. (Applause.) He thanked those 
present for the patient hearing they hud 
given him, and expressed his confidence 
that they would again elect him. (Ap- 
plause.) If returned he would do again us 
he had in tho past — ALL he could to pro- 
mote the interests of his constituency and 
the country as a whole. (Cheers.) He 
could not say that ho would be 
more honest or moro faithful than 
in lue past, because he had always tried lo 
do his duty, lie regretted that the opposi- 
tion hud not a more creditable organ— one 
that would not descend to attacks upon tho 
private concerns of those to whom it was in 
opposition as tho Times was now doing, and 
again soliciting the votes of the electors for 
the honest and progressive government, of 
which be wus a member, he resumed his 
seat amid long continued applause. 

MU. DUCK 

was the next speaker. He, too, received a 
hearty welcome. He was a supporter 
of the policy of the government that 
had during the past five years none more to 
promote the prosperity of the country than 
had been done in the preceding 25 years. As 
Abraham Lincoln had said, it was uu un- 
wise thing lo change horses in the centre of 
the stream — with British Columbia the 
Hood-title of prosperity. Tho only good that 
a change of government now could do, 
would be to furnish a warning and demon- 
strate the truth of the old maxim, "let well 
enough alone." The wish wus lather to the 
thought with the opposition when they ac- 
cused the government of having no policy. 
He believed the government policy had been 
most thoroughly misunderstood by the 
opposition. It was an old saying— "Con- 
vince a man against his will; he's of tho 
same opinion still." He would, therefore, 
not attempt to change the opinion of the 
opposition, whose sole glory was to he in 
opposition. The government had a pro- 
gressive and active policy, that hud hewn 
out from the dense forest a nourishing city 
of 15,000 inhabitants, that hud built' rail- 
ways, opened schoolhouses, instituted im- 
portant public works, fostered provincial 
industries and that should win the good- 
will and support of every elector. (Ap- 
plause.) Their action in regard to the 
Redistribution bill alone should win the 
admiration of every intelligent man on Van- 
couver Islund. The government hud not 
drifted along on the tide of public opinion, 
but hud devoted themselves to interpret- 
ing and, wherever practicable, act- 
ing upon the wishes of the people. 
Touching upon the question of remission, he 
explained how the government remitted to 
the C. P. R. certain taxes, but did not re- 
port, to tho house until the -12nd day of the 
session. Iu this ease tho spirit, if not the 
exact letter of the law, wus obeyed. The 
return was made before the estimates were 
brought down, and iu plenty of time. 
Strange to suy, this small mare's nest, iu 
which there was really nothing, was first 
discovered by tho gentleman who, us mayor 
of Victoria, is llie chief custodian of tho 
civic funds. lie it wus, who was so careful 
in every mutter of a financial nature, that he 
appropriated SIO.OOO of the revenue of 1800 
in the year 1889, thereby depriving the 
council of 1800 of their right to collect and 
expend this large sum named. It was 
strange that Victoria's mayor could not dis- 
cover this large beam in his own eye, while 
discerning tho mote in the eye of tho gov- 
ernment. While, voting for the second read- 
ing of the school act; section 10, 
of which imposed the additional 
school tax on tho cities, he (Mr. Duck) did 
so, at the time announcing that ho would 
opposo the 10th clause in committee. This 
lie did, but ineffectually. He could not 
blamu the government for their action then. 
It wus either a case of imposing this tax or 
closing tho high schools, and of tho two 
evils the lesser wus chosen. If tho people 
were asked to voto now on tho rcul issue- 
to close the high schools or pay tho tux— 
they would voto to pay the |tax. 



Sinco occupying a seat in the House ho 
(Mr. Duck) had been instrumental in hav- 
ing the James Buy mud Huts conveyed to 
the city for the purpose of reclamation, and 
now they could be sold by the city for 
§200,000 in cash, and tho buyers would at 
once build a retaining wall and provide a> 
rcadway where that expensive and danger- 
ous structure— James Bay bridge — now 
stands. If the city were to take 
the 82,000 which it cost them annually 
to keep the bridge in repair, added to the 
interest on the §200,000, they would have 
plenty of money to pay the much com- 
plained of school tax. (Applause). Ho 
(Mr. Duck) had introduced the resolutions 
giving the 40 lots in James Buy to the city, 
and also transferring Cedar Hill park to the 
corporation, This park was one of the 
finest natural observatories in the North- 
weit, and the time was not far distant when 
it would be worth $1,000 an acre. If the 
electors of Victoria would consider the cash 
value of tho favors thoy hud received from 
tho government in the last few years, they 
would find a total of something like .§(>, 000,- 
000— enough, and more than enough if pro- 
perly handled to provide the city with 
sewerage. It was by his (Mr. Duck's) 
endeavor thut the old jail, on Bastion square, 
was removed, aud now u handsome court 
house occupied tho site, and a large aud 
well arranged jail wus located outside the 
business portion of the city. It was 
he who moved to have the gov- 
ernment take Bteps to have the In- 
dians removed from the reserve across 
the harbor and tho lands restored to tho 
province. It was his intention to introduce 
an act to establish a provincial university ut 
Victoria, and hi3 purpose wus to obtain a 
sullicicnt portion of that reserve for a Uni- 
versity site. He mentioned theso factB, 
not boastingly but to show that the govern- 
ment bad dealt liberally with Victoria, and 
ho had not been neglectful of the interests 
of his constituents, who, if they re-elected 
him, might be sure of his faithful service. 
(Continued applause). J 

MR, DALBV, 

us he hud no political sins to answer for, 
said that lie would be very brief in his re- 
marks. He was a supporter of the govern- 
ment because he believed that its progressive 
policy was beneficial to the whole country. 
The government's measures had been good 
in the past, and this augured well for their 
future actions. If any measure should have 
received the support of the Victoria City 
members it wus the Redistribution bill, and 
yet Mr. Beaven hud voted against it, there- 
by voting against the interests of Victoria 
(hear, hear). Mr. Heaven's duty was to 
have sunk all political differences on that 
occasion aud voted with the government for 
the city's good (applause). If elected he 
(Mr. Dalby) would support the government, 
because he considered it a good one. He 
was not an entire stranger to the electors of 
Victoria. He had for four years— two as mayor 
and two as councillor— been connected with 
the city council, aud he thought 
that he could claim a share of tho 
credit for the inauguration of Victoria's sys- 
tem of water works. (Cheers.) As he was 
but an amateur in the political liue, all bo 
would ask was if tho electors deemed him 
worthy of their support that thoy would 
voto accordingly and send him to parlia- 
ment as a supporter of the government. Ho 
bad received a communication from the ad- 
vocates of the single tax, and in connection 
therewith he expected thut something was 
required from him. He wus not as well in- 
formed in regard to the character of the 
singlo tax as he might be, and would not 
promise to support it until he knew moro 
about it. Improvements, however, he con- 
sidered, should be taxed us lightly as pos- 
sible. Here he would leave his cuse in the 
hands of the electors. (Applause. ) 

CAPT. JOHN" IRVING, 
on stepping down to the* footlights, met 
with such a tremendous ovation that it was 
several minutes before he could make him- 
self heard. He thanked the audience for 
their hearty welcome, aud remarked that as 
far as he could see thero was no great po- 
litical issue before the electors at present. 
The sum total of politics seemed to be that 
each party or candidate secured one news- 
paper to light for it, and tho newspapers 
made it their business to praise their own 
and belittle the opposing candidate For 
his part he did not think any of the candi- 
dates were quite us black as the} were 
painted. (Laughter.) His old friend 
Frank Richards had directed attention to 
the "050,000 ncrc steal" that he (Capt. 
Irving) was accused of being "in." Tho 
"steal" was not yet consummated, but 
when it was it would bo of benefit to tho 
country and the working man for some 
time to come. (Cheers.) In refuta- 
tion of Mr. Richards' charge, bo 
would read what Henry George had to say: 
Laughter and cheers). "There is no use 
in talking of reserving what there may be 
left of our public domain to actual settlers. 
That would be merely a locking of the door 
after tho horse bad been stolen, and even if 
it were not would avail nothing. There is 
no use in talking about restricting the 
amount of land any one man may hold. 
Thut, even if it were practicable, were 
idle and would not meet the difficulty. 
The ownership of au aero in the city may 
gain more command of the labor of others 
than the ownership of u hundred thou- 
sand acres in a sparsely settled district." 
Frank Richards wus posing as a philanthro- 
pist, and yet he was a real estate agent 
(laughter). In The Colonist of February 
7th would bo found one of his advertisments 
which read as follows :

He continued to characterize 
Mr. Richards' Des Moinos offers us simply 
a trap to catch the workinguian's money, 
because he could not get over and see 
where it was he proposed to invest, and tho 
terms were made in such small amounts 
that ho could meet the payments. A busi- 
ness mun would not bite at Mr. Richards' 
bait for the workinginan. (Applause.)

She wus one of the visitors to 
the funeral of Mr>, Ruben Deahler, near 
Kutztown, and while the services were go- 
ing on there she went to a tree near the 
house, and untying the team of Ruben 
Kratzer, one of the pall-bearers, drove 
rapidly away. Soon a large crowd was in 
pursuit, constable Ulasser in the lead. 
\Vhen near Fleetwood she met a woman 
with her little son, and asked them to gut 
in and she would drive them to where they 
were going. The lady and her son accepted 
the kind invitation, and the party were 
rapidly drawn thither by Mr. Kratzer's 
spirited brown horses. Mrs. Stettler drove 
at a breakneck speed towards Reading, but 
wus tinully overtaken about twelve miles 
from Kutztown, and brought back to that 
place, where a large crow d received her. 
She led her captors a lively chase, and as- 
sumed a bold front on the road. 'Squire 
Croll of Trexlertown committed Mrs. Stet- 
tler to the Allentown juil for trial. 

Another Ureal Hallway Scheme. 
Boston, June 10. — The news bureau an- 
nounces that it has it on good authority that 
the Atchison is delaying its contemplated 
deal with the Pennsylvania for the outlet to 
the Atlantic, and instead, through the 
Messrs. Baring, of London, is endeavoring 
to secure control of the Baltimore and Ohio 
system, as the Barings have had a large in- 
terest in that corporation and have a prom- 
ise in the large block of Baltimore city/ 
The company in this case will start a line 
from China and Japan to San Diego, and 
the Barings will establish a line from Liver- 
pool to Baltimore, making continuous traffic, 
and will control the entire business from 
Asia to England. 

Aim. .-i Beyond Keller. 

Chicago, June 10. — The ufternoon papers 
print the following : Last Suturday the 
funeral of John Busk, who died suddenly, 
wus held at his residence. His friends re- 
marked the lifelike appearance of the body, 
but the doctors pronounced the man dead. 
When the cortege reached the cemetery 
some one suggested that the cottin be 
opened, but tins was voted down. Not- 
withstanding, a tupping, from the inside of 
the collin, indicated that there was life 
there. As the body was being lowered into 
the grave the tapping became more pro- 
nounced, but the burial proceeded. Yes- 
terday the grave was opened, the collin re- 
moved and an examination made. Busk's 
body was twisted, his features distorted, his 
tongue was bitten nearly in two, his linger 
nails imbedded in his flesh, and there was 
every indication of a horrible struggle hav- 
ing taken place. 

Ileal li From Hi llroplioblu. 

New York, Juno i). — For six hours Ed- 
mund Corrivcau, .'12 years of age, lay in his 
isolated cell at Bellevue hospital yesterday 
snapping and snarling and going through 
all the terrible paroxysms of hydrophobia. 
At noon to-day no one dared go near him. 
At 1:30 p.m. he died from sheer exhaustion. 
Corriveau was recently bitten by a black 
and tan terrier. 

An Illinois Town Wrecked. 

JOLIET, 111 , June 10. — A funnel-shaped 
cloud passed through the village of Channa- 
lion at 9 o'clock to-night, doing immense 
damage, killing and injuring, it is under- 
stood, quite H number ot people. Cuannahon 
is a town of about 1,0011 'persons, nine miles 
south of Joliet, with no railroad or telo- 
graph facilities. A luge btrip of country 
was devastated. Reports indicate thai the 
list of killed is large. Surgeons have been 
sent from hero to relieve Lheir Bufferings. 
From tho meagre information at hand, it 
seems that most of the damage was in the 
country around Cuannahon and that most 
of the casualties occurred outside of the 
town. Although the pluce is not far from 
here, there is little hope of getting anything 
from there, owing to the bad condition ot 
the roads. While it is believed the reports 
so far received are exaggerated, the belief 
is prevalent that a great disaster has oc- 
curred. At 2 a. in. nothing had been heard 
from parties who left here lor Chanuahon. 

Denleil by President OnUes. 

New York, June 10. — President Uakes 
of the Northern Pacific, denies the report oi 
the purchase of the Seattle, Lake Shore & 
Eastern railroad, but says the trade has 
been made lor the formation of a belt line 
which will encircle Seattle and Lake Wash- 
ington. There will belifty miles of railroad 
huilt and operated jointly by the Seattle 
ami the Northern Pacific. The rumor ol 
the acquisition ot the Seattle road grew out 
of the fact that the Northern i'acilic will 
build twenty-two miles ill order to perfect 
tho belt line. 

Murdered Ills Little Son. 
Palmir, Mass., Juue 11. — Ed. T. Co 
tello, a brakomun employed by tho No.. 
London Northern Railway, instantly killed 
his little son, II) mouths old, to-day, while 
the child lay asleep in his cradle. He stood 
directly over the boy and shot him in the 
breast. Costello then bred three shots ut 
his wife, one striking her corset steel which 
saved her life. Domestic trouble was the 
cause.

Buffalo, June 11. — The proprietors of 
tho Genessee House are in trouble. The 
German- American Bank hus foreclosed a 
mortgage lor $13,500, which it holds against 
the furniture, and to-day tho sheriff seized 
tho furniture and began removing it. This 
action will probably result in the closing of 
the hotel.

HINTS TO TEACHERS. 

Wk»t to Tench— Their Imperative Duty to 
Their Country. 

On the occasion of the Benson's closing 
exercises of McGill Normal School, Mon- 
treal, Premier Morcier said: "1 have 
two ideas appropriate to this occasion 
which I wish to present to you, young 
teachers. First, what to touch and then 
how to teach it. They should instruct 
their pupils in a knowledge of the con- 
stitution of their bodies and in the lawB 
of health. Then they must train their 
minus and make them capable of dealing 
with the disagreeable as well .is the agree- 
able. Then you must teach what is moral 
and religious. Wo may differ about re- 
ligion, one going to the Catholic and an- 
other to the Protestant church, but wo 
are Christianswith the same God, although 
we may differ about matters of detail. It 
is impossible to have schools without re- 
ligion; it is not necessary that they bo 
sectarian, but tbey must, be religious. He 
would not say a word about how to teach; 
for they understood that be tor than him- 
self, but in concluding he remarked: 
"Allow me to say you have another duty 
more important than the others. The 
great number of you are natives of this 
country; then remember, bo you French 
or English, Irish or .Scotch, that you are 
Canadians, nnil train up your pupils in 
this light. Touch thorn to be Canadians, 
forgetting all difference of race an J creed; 
and, secondly, teach them that in spite of 
themselves they must Jive in peace in this 
country. They have not chosen the place 
of their birth, but it has been made by 
God, and they have been placed in a coun- 
try where different creeds and nationali- 
ties exist, and hero together wo livo and 
develop our common country." 



SURFACE-FOUND COLLECTIONS. 

Professor Patnam's Ideas AliouttliB American 
Indian. 

Professor F. W. Putnam recently read 
a paper before the Archieological Associ- 
ation of the University of Pennsylvania. 
After congratula ing the Arohueological 
Associa ion upon having secured ihe ser- 
vices of such a competent archaeologist as 
Dr. Abbott, once his assistant at Cam- 
bridge) he said: •'Surface-found collec- 
tions arc of interest, but they do not give 
the history of a people us docs the exca- 
vation of a burial place or a village site, 
and it i3 to bo hoped thattho new museum 
will devote itself to such explorations. 
Collections have already been made that 
show as much as can ever ho hoped for 
from mere collecting. Wo should not 
only try to bring specimens together, but 
endeavor to find out who the people were, 
tho direction of their migrations, and 
whether those of the North and 'lie South 
were the same." Professor Putnam then 
declared his belief that tho American In- 
dian was the resultant of a mixture of 
races. "Two well-defined groups of races 
are found in America. They havo entire- 
ly different shaped skulla. Ono group 
btarts in Mexico and oxtonds to Peru. 
They are a short-headed people. Thoy 
extended across from Mexico along tho 
Gulf coast, up tho Mississippi Valley and 
along tho southern portion of tho Atlantic 
Cuas f , not crossing the Alloghanios or 



found north of the Great Lakes. Thoy 
were the iieople that built tho mounds 
and founded the civiliza ions of Mexico 
and Peru. The objects exhibited this 
evening from Wisconsin wore made by 
another stock, a long-headed people who 
inhabited the northern part of the coun- 
try. These two races havo met and in- 
termingled, and the result is the Ameri- 
can Indian." Professor Putnam exhibit- 
ed a series of photographs of copper orna- 
ments found in a mound in Ohio. These 
objects, which number many thousands 
(there were from 10,000 to 15,000 copper 
beads) were all thrown in a tire-placo 
about four feet square. Notable among 
the ornaments were square plates of ham- 
mered copper, perforated with holes, and 
a large number of oar-rings, many of which 
were covered with thin sheets of silver 
and some with gold. A single axo was 
the only implement found. The existence 
of ornaments and the absence of imple- 
ments is important in associating the old 
race of Ohio with tho people of Mexico 
and Peru. Very few ornaments are dis- 
covered among tho copper objects made 
by the northern stock. Not (he slightest 
trace of smelting, however, is to be found, 
the metal objects found in the mounds, 
oven galena, being cut in ornaments and 
not smelted.

A SLANDER EXPOSED. 

The old saying thut duo story is good 
until the other is told was well exempli- 
fied on Tuesday evening In tho case of 
the example which Mr. John Grunt had 
given of Mr. Davie's alleged chicanery. 
No doubt many of Mr. Grant's hearers 
believed that the Attorney-General had 
played the man Dutton a shabby trick. 
"It will be interesting to hear how Mr. 
Davie will get out of tho scrape that 
Grant lias put him in," was the remark 
made by ono of the audience in telling 
the story over again. It never seemed 
to occur to him that the story was a fab- 
rication, or to use tho word which Mr. 
Grant lias made almost classic, "a lie." 
Ho did not suspect that tho Mayor of 
Victoria would be guilty of the meanness 
of saying what was not truo merely to 
win a clap from his hearers, and to ob- 
tain a momentary triumph over an op- 
ponent in his absence. Yet this is pre- 
cisely what Mr. Grant did. It 
turns out that Mr. Davie never 
saw or spoke to Mr. Dutton and 
that ho had nothing more to do with 
the man's application for registration 
than had Mr. Grant himself. It was 
further seen that Mr. Davie allowed his 
office to be used for the object of getting 
the names of persons on tho voters' list, 
not for a party purpose but with tho in- 
tention of getting as many names as pos- 
sible on tho list so that when the redis- 
tribution scheme came to bo considered 
Victoria would be in a position to make a 
good show. Instead of deserving blame 
for what he had done in tho matter of 
facilitating tho registration of voters, Mr. 
Davie merits praise. It turns out, too, 
that the man's uamo was placed on the 
list through tho kindness of ono of Mr. 
Davie's clerks in spite of the mistakes 
that Dutton himself had made. This is 
an instance of Mr. Grant's accuracy and 
his regard for the truth. We seo that 
Mr. Grant had not tho manliness to make 
the " amende honorable " in last night's 
Times. 



VOTE THE TICKET. 

Is it wise in electors who tiro favorable 
to the Government raising objections to 
ono or more of the Government candi- 
dates? The man who really wants to see 
the Government retained id power should 
vote for tho whole Government ticket. 
It is no time on election day to think of 
personal partialities. The man whom 
one elector likes another may dislike, and 
if the election did not, take place until a 
ticket was selected which met tho ap- 
proval of every supporter of tho Govern- 
ment there would never be a new elec- 
tion. In all elections, no matter what 
they are, somo men will have to sacrifice 
thoir preferences in order tj advance tho 
cause they have at heart. Thcro may bo 
a man or two on the ticket whom some 
electors may consider not so well quali- 
lied to represent them as men who are 
not on thu ticket; but it is as likely as 
not that the particular man or men ob- 
jected to for merely personal reasons may 
make tho best member of tho four. As 
long as the elector approves of the prin- 
ciples which the candidato promises to 
oarry out, he should not be very 
particular as to his personal q utili- 
ties. There aro somo very "nice" 
men who make very poor repre- 
sentatives indeed; and thoro aro some 
whose manner anil address are not at all 
pleasing, who turn out to bo efiiciont and 
faithful as representatives of tho people. 
Some electors cannot forget old grudges 
and recent quarrels. 

In a small community liko this tho in- 
tercourse between candidates and electors 
has been in vory many instances quite 
close, and misunderstandings of one kind 
and another havo arisen betwoou them. 
When the election day comes tho elector 
should forget till private unpleasantnesses 
of this kind and vote for tho candidato 
of his party on public grounds. What 
has any disagreement which A has had 
with B to do with tho performance of B's 
duty as a member, say for Victoria, 



Nothing whatever. Wo havo heard a 
man say that he would vote for the Old 
Scratch himself if ho camoout under the 
party standard, with the party's approval. 
We aro not Buro but this is stretching 
party loyally just a little too far. But 
such an elector is more to bo depended 
upon, and really more useful in helping 
a Government to carry out a policy, 
then tho elector who hums and haws 
wiien ho is asked to vote for tho candi- 
dato of his party, finds ft dozen faults with 
and grumbles because "What's-his-namo" 
and "How-do-you-all-him" or "Thing- 
umbob" was not selected as a candidate, 
and who thinks ho will vote for tho Op- 
position now because tho Government 
candidato threw stones at his chickens 
once when they wore scratching up tho 
seeds in his, garden. 

Peoplo sometimes exclaim against ex- 
treme partyism, but extreme partyism is 
much preferable to that laxity of principle 
and feebleness of liking which permits an 
elector to voto for a candidate whose 
principles are not in accordance with his 
own, because he is a good neighbor or a 
pleasant acquaintance. "There should 
be no friendship in business," is a sound 
and safe maxim. "There should bo no 
friendship in politics," is just as sound, 
and just, as safe. Wo trust that, the elec- 
tors of Victoria favorable to tho Govern- 
ment will have the good sense and the 
public spirit to net upon it to-morrow. 
Let them voto for the men whoso politics 
they approve independently of all other 
considerations.

who has learned how to behave himself 
in all companies is careful to bo quiet and 
courteous. As a rule the ignorant and 
brainless mon in an audience become con- 
spicuous by tho noiso thoy make. It 
sometimes doos happen that a man of 
somo intelligence makes himself a nuis- 
ance in a public meeting. This is owing 
to his being abnormally excitable or to 
somo infirmity of tomper which renders 
him rather an object of pity than of cen- 
sure.

Some of tho critics of Tin; Colonist 
sneer at us because they say we do not 
know much about tho " single tax " 
which wo condemn. If the truth woro 
known, the fault that they really have to 
find with us is that wo know a great deal 
too much about " single tax " as set 
forth in tho works of Henry George, to 
bo humbugged by their line promises and 
deceptive representations. In (hiding 
fault with us the} - really find fault with 
their teacher, Henry George, for as our 
readers must have observed, wo have ex- 
plained Henry George's system by quota- 
tions from Henry George's own works, 
and not ono of our critics has ventured 
to show that we have either misquoted or 
misrepresented their great authority. Is 
it not a little singular that the assertion 
that Henry George's scheme of taxation 
means robbery, is a revelation to many 
who have obtained thoir knowledge of 
" single tax " from its advocates in this 
city and elsewhere ? They have not been 
told that the object of Goorgo's system is 
not to tax their land but to take it from 
them altogether. 

To make tho land common property is 
the end and aim of Henry George's sys- 
tem. It is not to "cinch" the men who 
are holding land for a higher price, but 
to take the land from all who own it, 
whether they use it or allow it to remain 
idle. The mechanic's lot is no nioro sa- 
cred in Henry George's eyes than the 
aristocrat's estate. The "single-tax" ad- 
vocates know this well, but they say no- 
thing about it. They talk about the rich 
men's lots on Johnton and other streets, 
but thoy don't say ono word about the 
noor man's lot, on which he has built his 
cottage and which ho hopes to leave as aj called tho brain. Tho boys are to be 
snug piece of property to his wife or his taught not only to read and to write, but 
children.

Tho Australian Star has tho following 
trenchant criticism of the George move- 
ment, in Sydney : — " The ushers who 
were employed assisting to dispense Mr. 
lieorgo's anti-poverty mixture in Sydney 
woro remunerated at tho liberal rato of 
(id. per hour. Mr. George's own income 
in the meantime was equal to that of a 
New York Boodle alderman, while the 
philanthropic syndicate which runs his 
show expects, according to the prospectus 
of tho venture, to not 8 per cent, on the 
investment. It is presumably in order to 
get thi3 satisfactory re urn, which is fully 
one-third .above the average interest yield 
of capital in ordinary city investments, 
and, at the same time, to allow tho 
modern philanthropist himself to cut in 
to the timo of his .£'800, that these work- 
ers were squeezed down to the price paid 
to London dock laborers. This is a nice 
foretaste for t hum of the sort of labor 
millennium which tho single taxors aro 
anxious to introduce. It might have 
been thought that rather than de- 
grade Australian citizens by forcing 
them to work for 6d. per hour, the 
high-toned philanthropists who have 
speculated in Mr. George's political pa- 
tent medicine would have contented 
themselves with 5 per cent, and allowed 
the men to earn a fair wage. Ur, seeing 
that Mr. George has been introduced to 
us by Mr. Plumb as on the same plane as 
that occupied by tho groat Gtd lean, it 
might reasonably have been supposed that 
he would have been willing to take a 
hundred or so less in order that his co- 
laborers in tho vineyard might have a 
shilling or two more. Instead of that, 
however, they carried out the free-trade 
doctrine in all its brutality, and bought 
their labor in the cheapest market with- 
out regard to the higher morality or 
equity of the mat or at tdl. That was no 
business of these philanthropists; they 
found men whose necessities compelled 
tlicin to accept work a Od. an hour, an i 
they advantaged themselves thereby. 
Such is i he gospel of salvation which they 
oiler to labor, and their precept was, in 
this instance at all events, as good as 
their preaching." 

PEA CTICAL ED UCA T10N. 

The Indians of British Columbia tire 
lucky. Their children are the only chil- 
dren in the province who are to get an 
oducation bused on the principles of com- 
mon sense. The Indian children are not 
to get a literary education only, they aro 
not to get a smattering of the three It's 
and hardly a smattering of half a' dozen 
" ologies " and then left to pickup thu 
knowledge and the skill by which they 
are to earn their bread as best they may; 
but they are to bo taught from the lirst 
how to use thoir hands. The eye and tho 
hand of the young Siwash is to bo 
educated as well as what is commonly 



in a general kind of way, favor "single- 
tax," that Henry George would treat 
that lot as if it were stolen property. He 
would take it from the man who hud paid 
for it witli his hard earnings and give it 
to the State, and ho would trans- 
form the freeholder into a ten- 
ant of the State, who would 
have no more power to sell that lot than 
he would havo to sella piece of the moon, 
Whether we know much or little about 
" single tax," we know this, and we know 
that before a man can really become a 
disciple of Henry Georgs ho must, make 
up his mind to consent to the robbing of 
all the owners of land in tho country, 
great, and small. This is enough of 
Henry George's theory for any really 
honest man, and it is because really hon- 
est men havo not been told what Henry 
George's theory means and what it leads 
to that thoy havo been induced to show 
it any sort of favor. There is no blink- 
ing tho fact, the advocate of Henry 
George's theory, no matter v/ho he is, is 
simply an apostle of plunder. 

THE MEETING FIEND. 

A man's behavior at a public mooting 
is about as good a test, of his intelligence 
and his breeding as can bo selected, If 
ho is tin ignorant and an intolerant boor, 
ho will, whenever ho hears anything that 
ho does not agreo with, express his dis- 
approbation in tho many ways that his 
class havo invented to interrupt speakers 
and to prevent afree expression of opinion. 
There is no tyrant liko this yelling and 
howling ignoramus. Sometimes he is 
really proud of his achievements. It can 
be soon , by his sulf-satislied air and the 
triumphant expression of his countenance 
that he fancies ho is doing what is uncom- 
monly clever in making noises as discord- 
ant as a donkey's bray, and generally ad- 
vertising himself as a man who has 
neither good sonso nor good manners, 

At political meetings mon are not sup- 
posed to bo under much restraint; but for 
that vory reason a really intelligent man 



to plough and to sow, to reap and to 
mow, and to be industrious farmers' boys. 
They are also to learn how to handle car- 
penters, and blacksmiths' tools, and 
the girls are to learn how- 
to cook and to sew and to 
do house work generally. This is 
something like [an education. When 
those youngsters leave school they will be 
! on a fair way to become useful citizens. 
They will have been taught that thoy 
I must work for their living, and that to 
work with their hands is honorable and 
pleasant as well. Most white children 
leave school with tho notion that manual 
labor of a.l kinds is not " genteel," and is 
to be shunned and shirked when it is at 
tdl possible. And tho poor creatures, 
when they are compelled by necessity to 
work, are so clumsy and find it so painful 
and so "degrading " that, their hearts are 
broken. What is wanted in this and all 
other countries, is a system of education 
liko that provided for the Indians, which 
will bo a real preparation fur their life's 
work. 

EDITORIA L COMMENT. 

Tin: Toronto Mail, in an article on the 
political contest in this Province, makes 
the following remarks on the single soli- 
tary plank of tho Opposition platform : 

" Mr. Beaven, the Opposition leader, 
has just urged that tho Provinc al rail- 
ways should be built and operated by tho 
Government. Those who have had ex- 
perience of Government railways in 
Canada, will say that railroading is not a 
safe business for a Provincial Administra- 
tion to enter upon. It has been a losing 
ganio in tho Eastern Provinces, and it 
can hardly bo expected to be profitable 
on the Pacific coast. At all events, the 
tendency to manage railways on political 
lines can scarcely be less marked in tho 
west than in the east." 

It is not likely that Mr. Beaven will 
over havo iv chance of carrying out his 
policy, and it is fortunate for the Pro- 
vince that he will not. If the Government 
commenced railroad building, tho Pro- 
vince would soon be ovor head and ears 
in dobt, and corruption would hold high 
holiday from one end of it to the othor. 



THK BUTTON SLANDER. 

To tub Etitok: — Mr. Gran', in his 
address to the electors of Victoria at tho 
Opposition meoting on Saturday evonir.g, 
statod that a man named Dutton would 
be unable to vote at tho coming elect ion 
through his application to vote not hav- 
ing been sent in, but purposely kept 
back by Mr. Davi«s. So far from this 
statement being in any way truo, the 
facts of the case are those: During the 
month of, I think, February last, Mr. 
Dutton with somo others came into tho 
office of Messrs. Davio & Bodwell, where 
1 am engaged as a clerk, and asked for a 
form of application to vote, which was 
handed to him and which ho proceeded 
to and did <i 1 out himself.

Train Collision.

A Suggestion.

This trouble sug- 
gested tho thought that there might be 
some easier method of getting these huge 
boilers down from tho works. A prominent 
citizen speaking to a reporter yesterday, 
threw out the suggestion that it would be 
feasible to construct a tunnel from the 
works to the wharf. On the floor of this 
tunnel could he laid rails over which a huge 
truck might bo run. This would obviutc 
much of tho slow and risky manoeuvres that 
are required to take down a boiler for a 
boat of the Active's dimensions. 



Perils or Steamer (taring. 

Passengers on the Premier and State of 
Washington state that there was an excit- 
ing race between these vessels running 
down from Tacoma Tuesday evening, and 
that a grave disaster came near resulting in 
consequence. A passenger of the Premier 
stated that on the State of \\ ashington coal 
oil was thrown into tho furnaces, and at 
one time the oil, which had spread about the 
lower deck, caught fire and blazed up vigor- 
ously.

be heard." 

The above appeared in the Times of last 
evening, and if it is not an appeal to one 
element of the opposition to go to a meeting 
for the purpose of breaking it up, then words 
have no meaning. It is a fact that a num- 
ber of these ill-advised people were present 
at tho government meeting and made every 
possible endeavor to interfere in tho most 
offensive manner. This is much to be re- 
gretted, for the majority present wore de- 
termined tint the speakers should h.ivo fair 
play, and succeeded in securing 
it to them. But that a news- 
paper claiming to bo respectable should 
use its columns to urge such rowdy 
contemptible practices is almost beyond 
credence. That such has been the etise in 
this instance is demonstrated by the above 
extract from tho Times. It is a noteworthy 
fact that among the most offensive of those 
who interrupted tho speakers, was an em- 
ployee of the Times office.

as per advertisement. At the time Frank 
R chords was taking in the working men 
he knew that ho could not give them clear 
titles, und thus he was taking their monoy 
from them under fulse pretences. (Sensa- 
tion.) Tho 8-hour movement he intended 
to support, as he considered it fair and 
beneficial to all. (Loud applause.) He 
was, ho declared, in favor of the single tax 
so far as the municipality of Victoria was 
concerned. But it should be a tax on 
frontage and not on the buildings. Mr 
Prior leased the land on which his premises 
stood from persons who wore, perhaps, in 
England. Let, he would say, the landlord 
pay tho taxes. Ho did not believe in tak- 
ing the property from tho landlord, who 
had paid for it and should have it. If it 
became a case of land or life, he supposed 
the people must fight for it. Were tho tax 
Isiicd upon the land and not on tho build- 
ings he should be right there. 
(Cheers.) The Times had wanted 
to know all about Mr. Turner aud himself. 
He would reply that they had discovered 
tho secret of the old adage which related to 
the bundle of sticks. The moral was that 
the more Victorinns stick together the 
better off they would be. Now Mr. li. II. 
NYest was figuring as a single tax man and 
he had noticed his advertisement in the 
Times of Monday, June 9th, advertising his 
application for C IO acres of land on Queen 
Charlotte Island. Ho did not blame him 
for that. Ho should advertise for more; but 
how would the single tax come in ? Re- 
membering that brevity was the soul of wit, 
he would not say much more, lie would, 
however, say that before they got rid of 
this government the electors should satisfy 
themselves as to whence they were going to 
get another, and how they could hcttur 
themselves (applause). The opposition had 
talked all about the past, but it was the 
future the electors had to look to. The 
government party wanted to go into the 
future and to show what good govern- 
ment was. Actions spoke louder than 
words, and he asked all present to vote for 
him and his friends — tho straight ticket 
all through) and he would guarantee they 
would do more for the interests of Victoria 
than any one else that could be put into 
parliament. He concluded with the assur- 
ance that if the government ticket was 
elected no one would have ever have cause 
to regret it. (Loud cheers). 

THE ATTORN KY-CJ EN KKAL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie observed that at this late 
hour it was not his intention to make any 
very long remarks. But there were some 
matters that might very well be ventilated. 
Tho Lien Act was one that virtually ap- 
pealed to the. workingmen. As the Oregon 
law had been represented by the opposition 
as the system that ought to obtain here he 
had brought a number of copies of both the 
Oregon and the British Columbian Acts, so 
that those present might satisfy themselves 
as to which of the parties was telling the 
truth as to whether our law or that of Ore- 
gon wero the better. They had claimed 
that the Oregon law had worked well in 
San Francisco und Portland, and hud said 
that what was good for the workingmen 
there ought to be good for the workingmen 
here. This he was hen: to dispute Was 
the laboring man in San Francisco better off 
than the laboring man here. (Cries of No. No. ) 

To that he would answer ten thousand 
times no. In San Francisco wages wore 
down to the lowest ebb, and the working- 
man could not get enough to support him- 
self, lot alone a family; and yet the opposi- 
tion asked the electors to support aud en- 
force tho law which prevailed in a place 
where the working men wore starving. Tho 
Oregon law was not a law tor a poor man; 
it favored those who had capital and those 
who, instead of being the friends of tho 
working man, were his worst enemies. The 
clause of that, law providing that a person 
who went security could never be released, 
would throw all the contracts into the hands 
of the wealthy, who could furnish their own 
bonds. Moreover, the Oregon law placed 
tho workingman in the position of a sub- 
contractor and compelled him to wait at 
least six months for a settlement, while the 
law that had been introduced here 
gave him a preferential right. It was 
thus fur better than the law of 
Oregon, California and other states. He 
did not personally take credit for that act. 
It had been drawn up by another gentle- 
man ; but during the two years in which it 
had been in operation ho had never heard of 
a case in which tho workingman had been 
defrauded of bis wages. It had put an end 
to tho state of thihgs that bad formerly 
prevailed, but to which tho agitators wero 
anxious to have the country brought hack. 
They wished to have a law launched which 
no one wanted in place of ono under which 
everyone was protected. Our own law 
cotdd be readily understood, and he asked 
all present to read it and ascertain for them- 
selves their true position. They would 
learn if they only looked into the matter 
that the men who wished to 
pose as the friends of the workingman 
were not their friends, (Here Mr. Davie 
caused the two acts to be distributed 
amongst the audience.) Two years 
ago a contractor hail run away 
from Vancouver, leaving about 100 
of his iron totally unprovided for. 
Under the lien law which had just at that 
time come into operation, each man had 
got what was coming to him out of funds 
that bad been accumulated. Lust night Mr. 
Wilson had upon this platform referred to 
certain legislation of his (Mr. Davie's.) It 
was strange that ho should have assumed 
his present attitude when only a few weeks 
back ho bad been willing to become a gov- 
ernment candidate and take the govern- 
ment platform. Regarding the small debts 
act he (Mr. Daviu) would say that it bad 
been introduced four years ago at the re- 
quest of the board of trade of Victoria. It 
had worked well outside of the city, but 
the appointment of county court judges hav- 
ing rendered the act tun: cessaiy, the gov- 
ernment concluded to »!• ish it. When, 
however, this became 1 n, numerous pe- 
titions came from Vancouver and Nanaimo 
that it bo not repealed. As to tho county 
court act, Mr. Wilson bad said that it had 
been differently interpreted by live Judges. 
But all this had arisen out of a deed which 
Mr. Wilson himself' had preferred, and out 
of a transaction he hail managed. 

Mr. Wilson -That is false. 

Mr. 1) avio — It is the fact nevertheless, 
not that any fault was to be found with 
Mr. Wilson's work, but it was just us un- 
fair to blame the draughtsman of tho act for 
causing tho litigation, as it would Mr. 
Wilson for drawing the deed and superin- 
tending the business under which the 
trouble had arisen. Different people had 
different ways of looking ut matters. But 
it wufi utterly wrong, unfair and untruthful 
to say that tho difficulty had arisen 
out of anything which had been 
caused by tho drafting of the bill. 
Regarding tho school tax acts the opposition 
had assailed the government because 
of the $5,000 which it levied upon tho city 
of Victoria. On the 20th of May tho oppo- 
sition organ upon the sume subject had 
snid "We do cot and have never disputed 
the justification of the law under the cir- 
cumstances." Tho object of tho tux had 
boon to maintain tho high school. Tho city 
of Vancouver had paid it willingly, because 
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it was n just tax, and they saw tho benefits 
that had accrued from it. ft was only the 
Mayor and Council of Victoria that had 
found fault with it. He would urge the 
straight government ticket and no plump- 
ing. Tho government was as strong and 
stronger than four yea: - ago, when the op- 
position were just as m; .y us now, but the 
government got in three mou out of four, 
und they could do as veil or even better 
now. (Loud cheers). 

Mr. C. Wilson said t. t during his can- 
vas he had shown no hostility to either 
party. When Mr. Davie had, last night, 
challenged him to attack any measures of 
the government which he (Mr. Wilson) dis- 
approved he singled out two measures of 
Air. Theodore Davie's; they were not gov- 
ernment measures, but they emanated from 
Mr. Theo. Davie himself, who bad declared 
that litigation in connection with one bill 
had been due to his (Mr. Wilson) own ac- 
tion. A baser or meaner slander had never 
been uttered "gainst any man Mr Davie 
had not only attacked him as a man, but as 
B lawyer. He had said that the litigation 
arose nut of a case in his office, but in this 
caso Mr. Davie was associated with him 
und he had chosen him because he hud 
draughted the law that was concerned. It 
only contained live lines; but bud been before 
five judges, and not one of them could tell 
what it meant, Bust session Mr, Davie 
had introduced u bill to explain that 
measure, so as to unlock largo sums of 
money which were tied up at Vancouver 
under it. The special case Mr. Davie had 
referred to, arose out of deeds for which 
there had been no necessity, They had, 
however, been passed, und Mr. Davie had 
been retained to defend them. Four gentle- 
men had addressed the meeting this even- 
ing, but not one of them had given an idea 
of what the present government would do. 
The whole tour f them did not give utter- 
ance to a single idea save that of calling on 
the voters to go the government ticket. All 
the gentlemen on that ticket could not agree 
in politics. Indeed, there could not bo n 
harmonious quartette if the electors voted 
cither of the tickets entire. 

Here Mr. Bond rose on the platform amid 
cries of " Bond ! Rond I" 

Tho chairman said if Mr. Wilson were al- 
lowed to say a few more words the meeting 
would then hear Mr. Bond. 

Mr. Bond — I do not wish to speak. 

Mr. Wilson, continuing, said that the 
five percent, mineral tax was impossible of 
defence. There never was a capitalist who 
ever took up a mining claim. All they ever 
did wus to take up and work existing mines. 
A miner who had a partially developed 
mine had to put it in tho hands of a broker, 
who, when he saw, us was now the case, 
the reserve of live per cent, for the railways 
would say that he could not think of such a 
property. Mining companies, being corpora- 
lions, did not want their books examined. 
He would say, get your railroad construct- 
ed, but don't sacrifice everything to get it. 
Open a mine, and as soon as this was done 
a railway would come, especially if it were 
made easier to build them , as 
was the caso in the Unite! States. 

Mr. Turner rose to propose the adjourn- 
ment of the mooting. In doing so, ho pro- 
ceeded to say that Mr. Wilson's comparison 
of the United States and Canada in the mat- 
ter of railways was not one that could bo 
gouged fairly. On the one band was a vast 
population and on the other was a small 
one. On tho other side railways rushed in ; 
hero it is necessary to beg railways to come 
in. Ho instanced tho British Columbia sec- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific system, which 
wns, ho asserted, not paying its expenses. 

The meeting adjourned with the custom- 
ary vote of thanks to the chairman. 



CAN THIS BE TRUE? 

The Council at bast in thi Mood for Taking 
Definite Steju in Hie Sewage 
On s'ion. 

It was more than refreshing to see the 
avidity with which the council last evening 
entered into the question of a proper and 
thorough system of drainage for Victoria. 
The sewage committee had settled on three 
out of the several plans submitted, and their 
opinion was that it would be well to place 
them before an expert in the matter. R. 
Herring, of New York had been communi- 
cated with, and he had telegraphed back 
asking a fee of $1,000 and expenses for com- 
ing to examine the plans and city and giv- 
ing an opinion. This was what was laid 
before the council, and the general feeling 
was that no time should be lost. The Mayor 
principally saying that it was a mistake to 
put this all-important matter off month 
after month, it was a question that should 
be taken up at once, and he stated his con- 
fidence iu the citizens that they would not 
hesitate to support the council in any com- 
mendable scheme. Accordingly, on motion 
of Aid. Vigelius, his Worship was author- 
ized to telegraph Mr. Herring offering him 
a lump sum of $1,400 as his fee and ex- 
penses for coming to Victoria to examine 
and report on the plans.

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COKPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

To tub Editor :— In your issues of the 
4th iiiul 5th inst., which has been for- 
warded to me, I am surprised to seo that 
my wife's dame is made to figure promi- 
nently in proving a statement which is 
not embodied in my complaint made to 
the School Trustees against Miss Camer- 
on's brutality. What I charged her with 
is that on tho 8th of May she beat my 
child with a rawhide until his legs and 
body wore cut, braised and bleeding, a 
statement which I can prove by several 
witnesses (no mention was made of tho 
blood coming through his trousers). Miss 
Cameron evades the charge, and buoys 
herself up with the idea that if sho does 
not cause blood to appear through the 
trousers the punishment is not excessive. 
She says sho went to tho parents, and 
also, that sho asked the children, and 
they all denied the truth of tho alle- 
gation. 

The question sho asked tho parents 
and the ihildren, whose names she wrote 
• n the blackboard, was, if they had seen 
the blood spurting out of any boy's trous- 
■er's bottoms. Sho did not ask them if she 
had punished anyone until they bled ? 
But, she would lead the public to believe 
that that was the question she asked. As 
for the cause of the whipping, 1 deny that 
tho boy told her a lie by her own state- 
ment. 1 have given her every opportu- 
nity to prove tht allegation, providing my 
entreaties will induce the trustees to 
trouble themselves to sift the affair to the 
bottom. 1 am in possession of a copy of 
her explanation, which I have given 
ample proof to the trustees is a tissue of 
falsehoods. 

Mr. Halliday is a perfect stranger to 
me. 1 quite endorse Mrs. Winsby's 
Action in giving him a copy of the 
letter, in which, as principal of the 
school, it was his duty to inquire 
into the actions of thoso subordinate to 
him. I am assured that Mr. Halliday did 
not request anything different to the 
original. Moreover, how could Col. 
Wolfemlcn and Mr. Hayward insinuate 
that the letter was manufactured for the 
purpo3o when they were then, as mem- 
hers of the School TRUSTEES, in posses- 
sion of a written complaint embodying 
word for word the language complained 
of in tho copy. 

Gentlemen, as heads of our public 
schools, and as patterns for those on- 
trusted to your care, WHERE are your 
principles. Practically, outside of a 
member of the School Board, I canno 1 
think that any person with ordinary 
oapacity can soo any difference between 
the ur.ginaJ and tho copy. Should the 
two above named gentlemen bo si ill in 
doubt, I would suggest that they cut 
themselves and report the effect (blood) 
all the same. All 1 ask was that th 
board would make a full investigation by 
bringing the parties concerned face to 
face, and if in their wisdom Miss Cameron 
wuj at fault, that sho bo made to apolo- 
gise, otherwise I shall take legal proceed- 
ings for excessive punishment. At that 
time f was not awaro that there were 
other complaints against her or that. Mr. 
Macleed had taken up the subject. 

Now, as Miss Cameron has taken oc- 
casion to publicly evade the truth, and as 
there seems, by tho tenor of the secre- 
tary's iioto to me, a wish to evade bring- 
ing the subject before the board, and, as 
he in his speech says, without enquiring 
into the subject, that neither Miss Cam- 
eron, nor any other teacher, was guilty 
of cruelty, in such hands parents cannot 
expect justice, but they may expect that 
our public schools may be turned into 
public slaughter houses. 

Beint; so far away from tho city, and 
not knowing what decision the board may 
have come to, I ask that the fullest pub- 
licit}' bo given to the case, and that the 
complaint made by mo to tho trustees, 
Miss Cameron's explanation and my reply 
be given to the public, so that they can 
judge for themselves in whoso mouth the 
lie rests.

VIOTOltIA MUST BE DRAINED. 

To the Editor : —May I ask for a hear- 
ing in your paper not as a stranger, but 
as an old friend of the town, which you 
principally represent. Eight years 
ago 1 lirst saw Victoria, and since 
then, with pen and tongue, in books, 
magazine., and newspapers, in public 
-•-pooches and in private, 1 have done all 
tliat in me lay to make my fellow 
countrymen think with 'me, that England 
has no fairer colony than British Colum- 
bia, no more charming city than Victoria. 
My books are still quoted in leading 
papers as guides to the Colony. I still 
receive letters from inteuding settlers 
asking for further information and advice. 
This being so, sir, you may readily under- 
stand how anxious 1 am that Victoria 
should appear to all who visit her, worthy 
of all I havo said in her favor, and iE is 
for this reason and no other that I 
venture to call your attention to a ques- 
tion upon which 1 believe tho whole 
future of this city hangs. _ It 
is no new question ; it is simply 
the old one, growing more urgent every 
day: "Is Victoria to be a smitarium or 
cesspool; a town in which the culture and 
wealth of tho Pacific slope may find a 
home, or a mere Host and breeding 
ground of filth disease .'" 

One of Canada's oldest politicians said 
to mo in Ottawa this spring, "Lo: Vancou- 
ver bo what it will, Victoria mus bo 
the Brighton of the Pacific." Sir Chas. 
Dilko, Lord Duflerin, Lord Lome and 
others have all said much the same 
thing, and a greater than any, Nature 
herself, has said it, and • yet man, unless 
he takes warning in time, will give the 
lie to thorn all. 

The oxquisite scenery, the genial cli- 
mate, the healthy breezes from tho pine 
woods, even tho cleansing wind from tho 
sea and the snow peaks, can avail noth- 
ing as long as men living together in 
masses, neglect tho most ordinary precau- 
tions, such as crematories and an ade- 
quate drainage system. Why then do 
we still hesitate to equip our town with 
that which it requires? Can we 
not afford it? This has been an 
exceptional year for owners of 
property in Victoria, and purse strings 
should bo looso now if ever thoy were. 
The city can afford to paint tho rose by 
landsca'po gardening on Beacon Hill ; can 
it not afford to drain tho town '/ Is tho 
draining necessary ? Ask the doctors 
what proportion tho filth diseases bear to 
tho other diseases which thoy have to at- 
tend ; ask any one who was hero lust 



"fall" about the amount of throat diseaso 
and typhoid ihon existing among Victo- 
rians ; ask your nostrils as you coma 
through tho town at night or over James 
Bay bridgo by day. and you will bo in no 
uncertainty as to the answer. 

Tho chief opponont of draining .yIioiii I 
havo met so far is in some sort "an old 
pioneer.'' What he says, no doubt many 
liko him think, and it is this : "I've 
been hero twenty years find I never had 
anything the matter with mo, — therefore 
nobody else need over have anything the 
matter with them." But this is not a 
sound argument by any means. In tho 
first place, ho may have been an excep- 
tionally strong man, and a state has to 
consider tho g'eatest happiness of tho 
greatest number, not of the ex- 
ceptions, and again, ho has had 
a chanco of growing gradually 
acclimatized to sewor poison, as we of to- 
day can never do. When he first came, 
population was small compared to what it 
is now, and his first dose of sewer poison 
b:iro tho same proportion to our first dose 
which tho then population bore to the 
present, population of Victoria. Men who 
live in London sewers grow used to them, 
but their country cousins, visiting London 
for a week, are apt to be killed by a whiff 
of tho air on which the others thrive. If 
Victoria is satisfied with her population 
of old pioneers, and wants no new blood 
to develop her resources and increase the 
value of her land, then lot tho drainage 
bo. But if Victoria wants to grow, wants 
to till tho place which nature meant her 
to fill, wants to attract the wealth of 
tho East and rival San Francisco, sho 
should be able to boast of that which San 
Francisco lacks, unrivalled sanitary con- 
ditions. Health is the first thing men 
want, especially rich men, and it is no 
good building a palatial hotel on the 
James Bay mud flat, unless 
you do something to secure tho 
health of tho guests at that hotel. 
If two or three cases of typhoid or diph- 
theria broke out in that hotel, instead of 
acting as an adver isement and attraction 
to tho town, the now hotel would help to 
damn us. Even a host liko our old host 
of the Driard would bo helpless against a 
drain scare. 

Ouo more word and I have done. Is 
not tho real truth this I Tho town is 
willing enough to drain, but those who 
manage the affairs of tho town cannot 
make up their minds as to which is the 
host system of drainage I Heaven help 
you, gentlemen; if this is so "toss up" 
and be done with it. Any reasonably 
good system is bettor than nono at all, 
and whilst you are hesitating what to pre- 
scribe your patient is dying.

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ACTIONS LOUDER THAN WORDS. 
Who in the Worklngmau's lie3t Friend. 

At a meeting liold by tho opposition 
candidates a few evenings ago, Mr, 
Beaven, with that peculiar, cynical smile 
which lie bus managed to cultivate for 
occasions on which he may manage to 
create an impression in his favor, or make 
a score against an opponent, referred to 
that old hackneyed phrase — the Chinese 
question — and endeavored to laud him- 
self as tho champion protector of the 
workingman. We will not bo so unchari- 
table 10 wards Mr. Beaven as to say that 
ho has not been an anti-Chinese advocate, 
but to assume to himself all credit for 
legislative endeavor to protect the inter- 
ests of white labor, is simply "political 
rot." No less than three anti-Chin- 
eso acis were passed by tho pres- 
ent government in 1884: "An 
Act to prevent Chinese from acquiring 
Crown lands" ; "an Act to prevent the 
immigration of Chinese" ; and "an Act 
to regulate tho Chinese population of 
British Columbia." Ouo of those Acts 
was disallowed by tho Dominion govern- 
ment, as not being within thu power of 
Provincial legislation to place restrictions 
on immigration ; another was declared 
unconstitutional by tho Supreme Court. 
The passage of these Acts by the present 
government unmistakably proves that 
every attention has been given to the 
rights of tho workingmen. Mr. Beaven, 
however, thought proper to cast blame on 
the government for granting a bonus of 
$37,600 to tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
company toward the construction of a 
branch line to New Westminster, simply 
because that company thought proper 
to employ a few Chinese on the 
construction of that line; and stated that 
tho money paid was in direct opposition 
to the vote of the Legislature. Mr. 
Beaven is correct so far as his motion 
went that tho pri ciple of paying money 
on works where Chinese were employed 
was at variance with the expressed desire 
of tho whole legislature; but he failed to 
state that under an agreement PHEVIOUS- 
ly signed with tha't company that a bonus 
would bo granted if the line were con- 
structed, the conditions of that agreement 
could not be annulled by a vote of the 
legislature without tho mutual consent of 
both parties. Under these conditions the 
government could not dictate to thai 
company how they should build the lino, 
or what class of labor they should em- 
ploy. It would indeed be the very es- 
sence of obstruction to the progress of 
railway development if a refusal of 
the payment of their bonus wore 
mado on the grounds of labor, us the 
work was not under government super- 
vision; the grant having beon merely 
mado in aid of an entorpriso over which 
tho government had no claim or control, 
and whoso obligation ceased the moment 
the money was paid over. Mr. Beaven, 
we presume, would have said to the com- 
pany— "If we give you §37,500 y..u must 
do exactly as we wish you, although your 
proposed expenditure cost you a million 
dollars; if you don't do so, you cannot go 
on with any railway work by provincial 
aid, notwithstanding the fact that the 
whole country will derive a lasting bene- 
fit in tho permanent employment of a 
largo number of working men in tho 
maintenance of the hue, and the settle- 
ment of the lands." 

This appears to bo tho natural bound- 
ary of Mr. Beaven's idea of progress. 
His narrow-miu ' 'dness appears to cir- 
cumscribe his h: s ativo usefulness, and 
draws it into the small compass of self- 
adulation in posing himself as tho friend 
of tho workingmen. 

We will see how his words will com- 
pare with his actions when dealing with 
workingmen, and hit tho inconsistency of 
Mr. Beaven get its just deserts when 
compared with the actions of the present 
government in dealing with somo of his 
former acts in relation to hard earned 
wages the payment of which ho and 
his cabinet repudiated. Mr. Beaven 
says, when he wants to im- 
press any political points, that he 
"Speaks by the book.' Well, we will 
borrow his favourite expression and will 
use tho same oracle— "the bonk." 
If anyone will refer to pages 
lit! and 117 of the Sessional papers of 
1887, he will there see a list of 00 names 
for payment of claims of wages due to 
former employees on the Esquinrmlt grav- 
ing dock amounting to over $5,000. 
These were claims for labor, Ac. , at the 
time Mr. Beaven held the purse strings 
of tho province. Workingmen whom 
Mr. Beaven now, just before a general 
election, poses as their friend and ad- 
vocate, will bear in mind that he not only 
disclaimed any liability of these claims, 
but refused to entertain any hope that 
thoy would be considered. The pre- 
sent government, being more hon- 
estly and humanely inclined, took 
the matter under consideration and 
appointed a commission to enquire into 
the demands of each creditor, advertised 
that a court would sit to investigate the 
validity of the claims, and that all appli- 
cants would have an opportunity of a fair 
and impartial hearing, with a view to 
paying each workingman his just due. 
This resulted in the payment of sixty 
claims. Surely a man is judged by his 
acts, and the same applies to govern- 
ments. Repudiation of workingmtn's 
claims by the Beaven government, and 
the honest consideration and payment by 
the present government, are two distinct 
conditions which deserve censure for one 
and praise for the other. Which of the 
two terms will the workingmen bestow 
on Mr. Beaven ?

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW. 

Business Continues Steady In All Branches 
With Remittances Slow. 

The conditions of tho money market 
remain much about the same, funds be- 
ing plentiful at about 8@10 per cent, as 
to name and dato. Tho values of stocks, 
in which 1< cal interest is taken, accord- 
ing to advices, continue much as usual. 

The amount of British money invested 
in American breweries is, according to 
tho Brewers Journal, $S8,1!)0,000, and 
has beon placed in sixty-two concerns. 
During May, seven breweries of San 
Francisco and three others situato in tho 
state, v ore absorbed by tho London 
Contract Co., and have beon capitalized 
at g7, 500, 000 as tho San Francisco 
Breweries, limited. Throe breweries in 
Chicago and two malting houses have 
also been combined as an English com- 
pany, under tho name of tho City of 
Chicago Brewing and Malting company, 
capital 89,800,000. 

There has been a fair trade done in 
hardware, and the outlook is good. A 
good demand has begun for farming 
implements and appliances, while tho 
demand for general and building hard- 
wares is satisfactory. Money, in so fai- 
ns remittances are concerned, continues 
tight. 

A good business has been dono in 
drugs and chemicals. Quicksilver has ad- 
vanced considerably; also citric and 
tartaric acid, ammonia, chloral, hydrate, 
ethers and all mercureal preparations. 

Groceries of all kinds are experiencing 
a very lively demand. Sugars have gone 
up to a half cent, and in teas there 
is exceptional firmness. Coffees are very 
steady here, though tho market at the 
great distributing Gentries is very strong 
with a lighter tendency. Sicily lemons 
have risen to 87.75. Island eggs bring 
28c.@30c, and imported 20c.@25o. But- 
ter and cheese aie firm at previous quota- 
tions. Hungarian Hour ranges between 
$15.50 and 87.50. Potatoes are worth 850 
per ton. Of green fruits of all kinds 
there is a great sale, and the next steamer 
is expected 1 1 bring largo supplies. 
Canned tish and mea s have the usual 
sale, but, in view of tho arrival of fresh 
fruits, the canned article is not 30 much 
sought after. 

Meats of all kinds are in constant re- 
quest at former quotations. Lard ranges 
between 12ic. and 15c. ; and bacon, as to 
brand, from 14c. up. Hides run between 
5Ac."@7ic. , and sheep skins, according to 
condition, 20c.@85c. 

The unsettled weather has materially 
afl'ected tho dry goods trade, retail busi- 
ness both in town and country having 
boen Hat. Prices in England continue 
unchanged. Canadian cottons and 
woollens are firm, the latter with an ad- 
vancing tendency. 

Lumber still continues in high demand, 
and the existing mills have more than 
they can do to keep with up the rcquire- 
men s. Attracted by the prospect it is 
announced that an Ontario firm arc about 
to put up an extensive concern on the 
Vict' ria Arm, and then it is said tho re- 
quirement which is so rapidly increasing 
will not bo inoro than met.

Ottawa, Out., Juno 10.— Tho direct 
cable between Canada and England hangs 
fire. The promoters arc waiting to sec what 
steps congress is going to tuke on tho sub- 
ject. Meanwhile the government propose 
to further extend the Canadian lines to- 
ward Relleisle. 

Instructions have been given to proceed 
with the work of lepoling tho lino from Ash- 
croft to Barkorvillo without delay.

OUR SCHOOLS. 

Mcetini:, bust Night, of the Committee Ap- 
pointed to Inquire into the Winsby Case. 

Last night, the sub-cominittoo of the 
Board of School Trustees, appointed to 
inquire into the charges preferred against 
Miss Cameron by Mr. Winsby, assembled 
in the police court, room. -Mr. Charles 
Hayward presided, and there were present 
Messrs Mallandaino and Wolfendon. The 
object of the meeting having been explained, 
the correspondence that had been exchanged 
on the subject was read. Col. VVolfenden, 
having entered into some explanations, 
stilted that no time hail been lost after the 
complaint had been made in bringing the 
matter before the trustees and having it 
inquired into. 

The evidence of [Mrs. W'insby was to the 
effect that her boy Herbert had come home 
badly bruised about the legs, the result of a 
whipping by Miss Cameron. She first stat- 
ed that his llesh had not been cut; but sub- 
sequently persisted that such was the case, 
her evidence being comfirmed by her son 
and corroborated, as she said, by a letter 
from her neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Pay no 
and tlie^ luttcr's nurse, Miss Campbell. 
Considerable questioning and cross ques- 
tioning arose as to the discrepancies 
between letters written by the Wins- 
bys and what purported to be copies 
of them bearing admittedly incor- 
rect dates and, in sonic respects, dissimilar 
from the originals. Mrs. VVinsby, declared 
that her course had not been dictuted by 
Mr. Macleod, Mr. Halliday, or by anyone; 
she had not the habit of allowing such 
things to be done. The boy had an excuse 
for being late, and had no right to be 
beaten, much less brutally ill-used. She 
further declared that she had never caused 
the matUr to be made public. Mrs. Wiusby 
insisted that unless Miss Cameron apolo- 
gized the matter would bo taken to the 
courts. 

On the other hand, Miss Bradley, Miss 
Robertson and Miss Forrest corroborated 
Miss Cameron's contention that the boy 
had not been excessively whipped, that the 
boys, including Herbert VVinsby, when 
asked had declared that they did not know 
and had never heard of a boy being whipped 
until the blood trickled down his trousers. 
They also said that they had been informed 
by Mrs Payne, who had seen t lit; Winsby 
boy, and whose name bad been brought up 
on the other side, that she had not seen any 
blood on the boy as bad been alleged. 

Mrs. Winsby persisted that unless Miss 
Cameron apologised the case would be taken 
into court. Mr. VVinsby 'a letter of June 
2nd addressed to tho trustees contained the 
following: — 

"If ia your opinion Miss Cameron has ex- 
ceeded her duty J auk that she be made to 
apologize through the board of trustees to 
mo, otherwise I fcul, after reading her high- 
handed — I may say, almost insulting — ex- 
planation, more determined than ever to 
take legal proceedings against her." 

Finally, on motion of Mr. Mallandaino, 
seconded by Col. VVolfenden, a resolution 
was adopted that "the committee oak to be 
released from the further consideration of 
the matter, and that tho case be dismissed." 

The meeting adjourned. 

The l.nst oT Sarah Allheu Sharon. 

San Fuanoisco, June 10. — The supreme 
court to-day instructed the lower court to 
reconsider and deny the motion whereby 
Sarah Althea Sharon obtained a judgment 
in the superior court for §0,000 costs. The 
sureties on Sharon's bonds arc practically 
released from further liabilities.
